which indicted the alleged con- 
spirators.” 

The attorney cited a U. S. Su- 
preme Court ruling which he said 
upheld such a challenge made in 
a California Federal Court. Fred- 
erick L. Beers, Sr., Clerk of the 
U. S. District Court here, testified 
women had been excluded from 
jury panels since he became asso- 
ciated with the Court in 1902 “be- 
cause we followed the State law.”

The House State of Republic 
Committee voted approval of a 
bill authorizing the State to take 
over a tract of land in Fulton 
County to be used for an exten- 
sion of the Georgia Training 
School for Boys at Milledgeville. 
Fulton County has offered the 
tract of land and facilities located 
on the Chattahoochee River to the 
State “for free” to be used for an 
extension of the training school.

SAVANNAH, March 10—A mil- 
lion-dollar appropriation for im- 
provement of the Savannah Har- 
bor was announced Monday by 
Col. Paschal N. Strong, VU. S. Dis- 
trict Engineer. 

The Federal fund. replaced a 
similar sum which had been with- 
held by President Truman’s econ- 
omy directive last fall after it had 
been designated by Congress for 
the local improvement program. 

Two specific projects are pro- 
vided for in the new appropria- 
tion: One, improvement of the 
river channel through the bar off 
Tybee Island, and the other, deep- 
ening of the channel upriver from 
the Seaboard Air Line Railway 
bridge to the Coastal 
bridge above Port Wentworth. 

Work on the bar probably will 
begin by the middle of next week, 
H. L. Lapp, Engineer Executive 
Officer, revealed. 

Deepening of the channel above 
the city limits will probably start 
late in the Spring.

The Federal Government is now 
totally lacking any machinery to 
co-ordinate the making and admin- 
istration of policy by all its many 
parts, except the person of the 
President himself.

In the 
Hollow of His Hand 


The saying that “There are no atheists in 
foxholes,” which gained wide circulation during 
he RAS 2 the war, was confirmed the other night by a 
man who did his fighting in a somewhat different sort of shelter— 
a combat submarine. 

Cmdr. Roy Davenport, wearer of two silver stars for gallantry 
and five Navy Crosses for heroic service, told an audience of 
RONS—Reserve Officers of the Naval Service—at a meeting at 
the Naval Air Station that there was many a time in his war 
service that only the intervention of a Higher Power saved him 
and his 70 men from death. What he said impressed his hearers, 
for many of them were combat officers who knew that a man 
who had been in action in which he could win such laurels as the 
Commander wore had no right to be alive. For a.pitcher can go 
just so often to the well .. . 

Cmdr. Davenport, & round-faced, sandy-haired, blue-eyed young 
man who looked and talked more like a pleasant young prelate 
than a seasoned skipper of undersea craft, spoke for an hour 
about the great hunting in Pacific waters when the sea off Truk 
and Rabaul was thick with Jap surface traffic. 


Escape He told of the time that the Jap ships were in line, 

like waddling ducks, bow and stern overlapping, dead 
in the periscope of his boat, the Silverfish. And how the first five 
torpedoes went out with a whoosh, and struck with a bang... 
and the sixth stuck in the tube. Stuck there while they dived, 
with the Jap cans roaring above them, dropping depth charges, 
and the torpedo, armed and ready to blow if ever a charge went 
off close enough. The Lord, he thinks, was with them that night, 
for the armed torpedo didn’t explode, and they got away, though 
every man on the boat was white around the gills. 


He told then about the time that the two big Jap battlewagons 
were roaring down from Tokyo and he put his boat, the Trepang 
then, 8,000 yards abeam and paced them down. His own sound 
judgment told him, and his officers all advised that he should 
hang onto their flank this way instead of boring in, for the moon 
was bright and the sea was calm, and even the feather from his 
periscope would shine in the phosphorescent water, a dead give- 
away to Jap lookouts. 

And then something, he thinks it must have been the Lord, 
spoke to him and said: “Go on in. I'll take care of you.” So, trusting 
that voice, he changed his heading into a collision course and went 
in on the ‘surface to within 1,500 yards, unseen, and put a torpedo 
in the leading battleship, crippling her so badly she went about 
and limped home to Tokyo. (It was his-last fish he had fired.) 


0 eration Then there was the time the boy came down with 
p a ruptured appendix, in the waters between Bou- 
gainville and Rabaul. So Davenport dived the Trepang, to give 
a stable platform, and a pharmacist’s mate took out the appendix 
with his patient lying on the wardroom table. It took five hours: 
Two hours to find it, two hours to get it free, and an hour to 
sew the youngster back up again. But eight days later he was 
back on his feet and at his duty station. Which leads Davenport 
to believe that the Lord had something to do with that job too. 

For those who might fear that their sons have come home 
from the wars hardened and calloused and fearing neither God 
nor man, the Commander’s words were most reassuring. For in the 
foxholes and under the sea, many a man learned what the Com- 
mander knew—that some Power greater than he held his life in the 
hollow of His hand.
